and equipment. Mr. ve devated special attention 
te the development of hardware to ement new technological processes 


developed by them and others in the printing and publishing field. They have 
prepared specifications for such hardware and have supervised the brilding 
of special equipment which is new sifectively used in dally printing operations 
in this Agency. A number of these improvements and pieces of equip.:eat 
are covered by patents, granted, contemplated, of applied for in the aane o: 
the Government or employces, 


These two individuals, who are weil knewn in the field of publishing 
and priating, have greatly aseisted in the expansion ef priating by private 
enterprise by making knowa new idsas an€ techaiqaes for various printing 
processes. Their contribation to tae increase of tnowledge of the pri ating 
and publishing industry iacludes the development of a wide variety of appa - 
vatue not previously available te the industry. Included are a special 
micrefilin camera for a large stornge aad ratrieval system, precisies 
microfilm expesure coatrol, rapid sceaning micredensitemeter, coler iden- 
tification cameras, automated continucas tone copy cameras, automated 
document sorting apparatus, apparatus for autematic feeding and stacking of 
documents, random length rell chopping of print fer use with electre static 
printers, mark-sensing devices fer use ia autematic chepping of microfilm 
prints made from retary camera microfilm, and various improvements in 
the state of the art in manuscript editing using punched paper tape. 
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fer use in computerized photocon:pesitian. They have developed and ere now
